In England, evidence is mo re free­ 
ly admitted and the Judges exer­ 
cise greater co ntro l.’ 
As o ne so lutio n o f caring fo r an 
o ver-filled do cket, Mr. Reese o ffers 
the Pennsy lvania sy stem. A super­ 
io r co urt is pro vided fo r by statute, 
with seven Judges having o riginal 
Jurisdictio n in divo rce appeals and 
cases no t invo lving mo re than $ 2,- 
500. That plan cuts do w’n the w’o rk 
o f the Supreme co urt which 
had 
been the o nly co urt o f appeal pre­ 
vio us to that time. An appeal can 
be taken fro m the superio r to the 
Supreme co urt, but it is do ne in 
very few ca ses. 
Citing o ne example o i legal re­ 
fo rm, which lias no t been entirely 
effertlve.

These two p ictures were taken of a 25 acre tract 
of land which adjoins University Place on the north. 
T hirty-eight bushels of wheat to the acre were se­ 
cured from this land which is owned by George 
Coryell of Lincoln and farm ed by Tom Dalton. 


The wheat tested 63 p ounds to the bushel and was 
of such hlgli quality th a t it drew a p remlp m of a few 
cents when sold direct to an elevator in Havelock. The 
return from this field a t $1.25 a bushel for 950 bushels 
was $1,187.50. 
The yield this year Is the best ever secured from 
this field, according to Mr, Coryell. 
Last year the 
same land p roduced about 
20 bushels to the acre.
